a war of aggression, but on the oth- 
er hand they will expect the con- 
gress to heed the lesson of the hour, 
provide reasonable means of security 
for American life and property both 
on land and sea, and during the com- 
ing session of the congress I shall 
act accordingly.

Oh/o Electric Schedule Not 
Discriminating Against Newark, 


Official Pleads to Merchants 


A meeting of the Newark Merch- 


ants Association was held in the as- 
sembly room of the 
Newark Trust 


building last night for the purpose of 
discussing the new Ohio Electric 
schedule. 


In the absence of President A. R. 


Lindorf, the vice president, George 
Hermann presided. 
Mr. Hermann 


called upon John C. Krieg, chairman 
of a special committee appointed to 
call upon Superintendent Moore, 
to 


make a report. Mr. Krieg stated that 
he with the other members of 
the 


committee, H. H. Harris and C. H. 
Spencer, had visited Columbus, *but 
through a misunderstanding on the 
part of one of the railway clerks as 
to the hour for the meeting, Mr. 
Moore was not present, but Mr. Krieg 
was pleased to announce that Mr. 
Moore had come to the Newark meet- 
ing for the purpose of explaining 
why the new schedule had been put 
into effect. 


Mr. Moore stated to the merchartcr 


that for ten years hourly local ser- 
vice had been given by the Ohio Elec- 
tric in and out of Newark, but that in 
recent years 
the cost of operation 


had been greatly increased while the 
revenue had decreased. The company 
found it necessary to reduce expenses 
and this was done by reducing the 
number of trains. Mr. Moore at- 
tributed the poor business 
of 
the 


-present year to the increasing number" 
of automobiles, improved pikes, un- 
favorable weather and general busi- 
ness 
conditions. Rain and 
cold 


weather this year made poor park and 
excursion 
business: He said that 


Hebron and the immediate vicinity 
alone has 43 automobiles and other 
communities along the electric route 
have machines in large numbers. They 
use these for themselves and their 
friends and the electric lines suffer. 
In one hour at a given point on a 
pike near Columbus during the state 
fair 257 automobiles passed. Twenty 
thousand machines attended the state 
fair while the Ohio Electric cars were 
partly empty. In the past two years 
not ten miles of interurban 
track 


have been laid in Ohio. At the pres- 
ent time Ohio has 200,000 automobiles 
and the number is growing daily. 


Mr. Moore said that each car (not 


the trailers) 
cost 
from 
$10,000 to 


$12,000. The Ohio 
Electric has a 


large number of tuese cars idle. The 
company would be glad to operate 
them if the people would ride. 


"I realize that the present schedule 


is not satisfactory," said Mr. Moore, 
"but I assure you taat there is no

Mr. Moore stated that the Newark 


receipts in August, 1914, were $11,- 
523.11; in August, 1915, 110,116.53, 
while for the eight months ending Aug- 
ust, 1915, tbe receipts were $77,629.95

ponding period last year—a loss of 
$10,909.29.

The Columbus, Newark and Zanes- 


ville division 
for 
August, 
1915, 


showed receipts $45,970.30 against $54,- 
250.54 for August, 1914 — a loss of 
$8,280.24 in one month. The eight 
months ending September 1 showed 
receipts $280,025 against $307,529 for 
the same period last yar. 


Mr. Moore said it cost 25 cents a 


mile to operate a car and 7 1-2 cents 
to stop and start a car The company 
is charging 1 1-2 cents a mile while 
the steam lines charge 2 cents a mile. 
He also said that one of the merch- 
ants in Kirkersville stopped him the 
other day to object to the new sched-< 
ule, saying it was draining his trade 
into Newark. 


Mr. Krieg spoke of the fact that the 


one-day round trip rate 
Newark to 


Buckeye Lake is 25 cents while- the 
one day rate Buckeye Lake to Newark! 
is 45 cents. 
Mr. Moore skated that 


the company had found it advisable 
not to make the 25 cent rate from the 
lake because of ticket "scalping." 


Henry C. Cochran, who uses the carsi 


daily between Newark and his home 
west of town, asked Mr.1 Moore a 
number of pertinent questions and 
called to his attention the fact that 
one may leave Newark early in the 
morning and reach Columbus befo-e 
an east bound passenger car arrives 
in Newark. In other words he feels 
that the line is operating to the ad-i 
vantage of Columbus and to the dis- 
advantage of Newark. Mr. Cochrin 
also called attention to the passen- 
ger rate from 
Reynoldsburg to Co- 


lumbus and to rates from points out 
of Newark. 


Mr. Moore said that his company 


would be glad to meet a committee 
from the merchants to go into tne 
question of rates and schedules. In 
this connection Mr. Jloore said that 
the Ohio electric pays to Newark em- 
ployes about $6,000 a month. 


W. H. Mazcy discussed the railway 


situation at some length and argued 
that it would be to the advantage o£ 
the railway company to get in line 
with the people of Newark.

RECEPTION TENDERED AT THE 


WHITE HOUSK BY PRESI- 


DENT A FEATURE. 


Two Hundred Marchers in Yester- 


day's Parade ai'e Recovering in 


Washington Hospitals. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS TELEGRAM] 


Washington, Sept. 30.—Most of 


the 200 civil war veterans taken to 
hospitals yesterday when they be- 
came exhausted in the G. A. R. 
parade had fully recovered 
today 


and were ready lor participation in 
the remainder 01 Mie annual re- 
union program. 
A majority of the 


aged men stood the march troni the 
capitol to the White House well, but 
others were forced to drop out of 
line because of exhaustion. 
Hos- 


pitals and emergency relief stations 
established along the route of the 
parade on Pennsylvania avenue \\ere 
kept busy, but there were no fatali- 
ties. 
Most of the cases were treat- 


ed and immediately dismissed. 


The veterans had a busy day be- 


fore them, the program being fea- 
tured with a reception at the White 
House by President Wilson to 
the 


surviving officers of the civil war, a 
business session at 
Carap 
Emery, 


headquarters of the G. A. R., and 
the dedication of a jubilee tablet ai 
Manassas, Va. 
Among those expect- 


ed to attend the White House re- 
ception were Co;o,,ei David J. Palm- 
er, com.mander-iq-ch.ief of the G. A. 
R., and three surviving; commaiiders- 
in-chief, Major Leo Rossieur, Cap- 
tain Beers and Lieutenant Eli Tor- 
ranee. 


The day i\as to be brought to a 


close with ;i meeting of the 
reso- 


lution committee and a reception to 
Commander-in-chief Palmers, by the 
Daughters of, the American Revolu- 
tion. 


President Wilson received several 


thousand members of various G. A. 
R. organizations including the na- 
tional association of ex-prisoners of 
war, the Paterson, N. J., delegation, 
and the Women's Relief Corps. 


The reception was in the 
east 


room, and the president was accom- 
panied by his military aides in full 
uniform. 


Colonel David J. Palmer, com- 


mander-in-chief of the G. A. R. an- 
nounced in a speech at the opening 
of the first business session of tne 
encampment today that the organ- 
ization xvas to make an effort to se- 
cure "proper" pensions for civil war 
nurses, li. was an executive session. 


Other speakers included Lieut.- 


General Nelson A. Milos, who depre- 
cated the fact, that many of tlie vet- 
erans were forced to stand for sev- 
eral hours before they

their 


places in the pirade yesterday which 
resultea in many exhaustion cases.
